Give  the  taller  growing  ones 
more  room  and  plant  farther  apart.  The  height 
to  which  each  variety  grows  is  indicated  in 
the  descriptions.

Flowering  shrubs,  which  are  found  in  the  first 
section  of  this  book,  are  very  useful  and 
economical  for  foundation  planting  to  break 
the  harsh  cold  line  between  the  house  and  the 
ground  and  make  it  look  as  if  it  belonged  in 
the  place  where  it  has  been  built.  Shrubs  for  a 
foundation  planting  should  be  grouped  largely 
at  entrances  and  at  corners,  taller  growing 
kinds  toward  the  rear  and  lower  growing  kinds 
in  front  and  under  windows  where  they  will  not 
interfere  with  the  view. 

Evergreens  are  also  eminently  suitable  for 
foundation  planting.  A  suggestive  arrangement 
of  varieties  is  shown  on  Page  16.  Be  sure  to 
select  kinds  that  do  not  grow  too  tall. 

To  have  the  best  success  with  the  splendid, 
strong-rooted  plants,  shrubs  and  trees  shown 
in  this  book,  one  should  understand  and  con¬ 
form  with  the  simple  laws  of  nature  governing 
growing  things.  The  diagrams  following  will 
help  you.
